It is likewise stated that 
the Queen of Portugal, on her return 
from Madrid, will visit Queen Victoria 
on her way to I'Vance and Italy. 

What is stated to have been a sing- 
ularly successful trial with a compress- 
ed air tramcar has been made on the 
London Street Train way Co.'s line 
from Hollo way to hong's Cross. The 
gradients varied from 1 in 27 to I in 
P>0, and no trouble was experienced. 

The Leeds Mercury says: — ( >f our 
own colonies, Canada, probably, takes 
the leading place with a display of the 
greatest variety and interest. In fact, 
it may be that our own share in the 
Exhibition will contrast unfavorably 
with the completeness of this collec- 
tion from Canada. 

Mr. Wingliehl Digby, who died at 
Sherborne Castle lately, in bis eighty- 
fourth yetr, was a country gentleman 
of the good old type. lie was just 
sixty when his maternal uncle, the late 
Earl Digby, bequeathed him his vast 
unentailed property, the Dorsetshire 
estates, worth £40,000 a year, and 
-some .£000,000 in the funds." 

The prosecution of seal tishing at 
Newfoundland is now completed, and 
the results, so far as the Dundee fleet 
is concerned, have been ascertained. 
The catch of six vessels hailing from 
Dundee is 05,100 seals, an increase of 
32,000 as compared with last year, 
and a decrease of 45,000 as compared 
with 1881. 

An exciting whale chase has taken 
place at the Island of Walls, Orkney. 
A number of whales were seen spout- 
ing in the Firth separating that island 
from Flotta, and immediately a lleet 
of small boats was manned by the is- 
landers, who, after a keen pursuit, suc- 
ceeded in driving seven whales ashore 
near Uaahole. Those captured were 
mostly of a small size, averaging about 
eight feet in length. 

A disgraceful hoax has been played 
on the Rev. F. Metcalf, curate of St. 
Bartholomew's Church Clay Cross. 
When about to administer the Sacra- 
ment the rev. gentleman poured the 
contents of the wine bottle into the 
silver cup. It was then found that 
the wine had been abstracted and ink 
substituted. The shameful trick was 
at once detected, anil when another 
bottle had been procured the service 
proceeded as usual. 

An Italian priest, called Doni Bosco, 
has been creating quite a sensation in 
Paris by his eloquent appeals in behalf 
of the orphaned poor of France and Ita- 
ly. More than 100,000 poor children 
are being trained to be farmers and 
gardeners in the homos found for them 
by Dom Bosco in the agricultural dis- 
tricts of both countries. The purity 
and devotion of his life to this cause 
have won for him ( lie reputation of 
working miracles, and crowds follow' 
him wherever he goes. 

'Thomas Brassey says that, confining 
the comparison to first class ironclad 
ships actually ready for sea, and ux 
eluding obsolete types, England in 
188 2 had ten ships, aggregating 96,- 
000 tons, against three French ships of 
corresponding type of 22,000 tons. 
In 1^85, moreover,, England will have 
sixteen ships' or T50, 000 tons, France 
six ships of 111, COO. In the second 
class, represented bv ships with armor 
exceeding eight inches, Kngland will 
have sixteen ships of "101,000 tons in 
the aggregate, France thirteen ships of 
93,000 tons. 

TrutJi says: — All information that I 
receive from Egypt is to the effect that 
the hatred against the Khedive is be- 
coming stronger every day, and that 
Lord Dud'erin's "Constitution" will fall 
to pieces, like a house of cards, so soon 
as our troops are withdrawn.

The corresponding ' 
in" 1 1 i e^^'trj rTTi^'rri ~ - fni rff f 
from Central France, over Italy and 
Sicily, into Nor' hern Africa. The 
climate of New Zealand, from its in- 
sular position, is more equable than in 
those countries, and from the same 
cause cohler in summer. The mean 
annual temperature of the North Island 
is 57 degrees; of the .Middle Island .">_' 
degrees; that of England 1 9 *f) ; and Pa- 
ris 5 1*2. The North Island has an a 
rea of about three-fourths the size of 
England and Wales, with numerous 
valleys and plains and forest clad hills. 
Maize, wheat, and fruit of all descrip- 
tions grow to great perfection. (Man 
ges, lemons, and grapes grow in the 
open air. Of the 1 1,000 Maoris living 
in the colony, 12,000 live in the North 
Island The most remarkable feature 
of the North Island is the numerous 
hot springs which occur in hundreds, 
the two chief ones, however, being 
Rotorua and Hotomahana. The healing 
efficacy of these hot springs and vapors 
to those who are atllictod with rheu- 
matism, skin diseases, liver and other 
complaints, is now becoming well- 
known, and many afflicted ones come 
here for treatment Recently, the Gov- 
ernment of New Zealand have recog- 
nized the importance of conserving 
this region as a sanitarium, and it is 
now dedicated by Act of Parliament 
to that purpose. Hath houses have 
been erected at the ptiblicexpen.se, and 
a resident doctor appointed, under 
whoso directions the healing virtues 
of the different springs will become 
more accurately known.

A. 0. 'a letter has culled forth a storm of 
criticism. Tlio organs of the Opposition — 
which are nothing if they are nut abusive 
— are decidedly of opinion that an extra 
session will not bo found necessary; thus 
unintentionally expressing a belief in the 
immediate "success of the government 
policy and the early commencement of 
Island railway work. When contrasted 
with the strenuous efforts the organ in 
this city has put forth to make the fuiluro 
<;f the terms apparent, the admission now 
made is significant. No one looks for 
consistency in that quarter, and there- 
fore no one in surprised to find him box- 
ing the political compass on every public 
question. Lot the reader for moment con- 
sider the ridiculous position of our con- 
temporary on the Settlement Bill. He 
first declared that the new terms were a 
failure, then that they were a Bucces3 and 
that $1,000,000 had been voted by the 
Dominion legislature to give them force 
and effect. Next he recurred to the 
opinion that the terms are a failure, and 
for the past two or three day3 he has 
labored to show an extra session will be 
unnecessary, becauso the new terms have 
proved successful! We might go on at 
ijrjat length- and produce other instances 
in iccklessiK'ss and inconsistency on the 
part of the organ; but these will 
suffice. The public will be glad indeed to 
learn that an extra session is not re- 
quired to secure the new terms. Wo in- 
cline to the belief that it will not be ne- 
cessary to call the house together; but it 
is always well to look matters squarely in 
the face and to provide for every possible 
contingency. A greater calamity than an 
extra session might befall the country; 
and should the government at any time 
become satisfied that the stup is essential 
to avert stagnation and restore confidence 
they would not hesitate to recommend 
thecourso to his honor the lieutenant- 
governor, and the house would almost 
unanimously sustain them. 

OVERWORKED AND UNDERPAID. 

For sometime past business men of this 
city havo Buttered great inconvenience 
on account of the smallnoss of the 
staff of customs officers, in comparison 
to the work they have to do. la spite 
of the great increase of trade during the 
last few years, no extra help lias been af- 
forded tho already overworked officials, 
and it is no unusual iliinu' for a consignee 
to have to wait for a nholo hour before 
ho can get an opportunity to clem- Ihm 
goods. Not only is the number of clerks 
in the office altogether too small, but the 
tidowaitora are unable to attend to one- 
half the business that is thrust upon 
them, and thus it frequently happens that 
goods cleared at ten in the morning can- 
not be delivered from the warehouse be- 
fore the afternoon. This matter, although 
it may appear trivial to parties unconcern- 
ed, is a veritable nuisance to every busi- 
ness man. Something should be done 
immediately to augment the number of 
hands employed. Surely the Dominion 
Government receive enough in duties to 
enable them to stand the slight additional 
expense. Our city members should take 
thing in hand at once. The addition of 
two or three tidewaitcra to the present 
force would be a great boon and be the 
saving of agreat deal of valuable time to 
merchants.

Skneca, Kansas, June 11). — News re- 
garding the storm of Saturday night came 
in to-day.

They arrived here 
Saturday and the brothers went on a little 
spree, when U.G. Synold got posses- 
sion of his brother's pocketbook, contain- 
ing S>ti00, and he and Mrs. Ernest Synold 
disappeared! It seems Ernest had not 
seen his brother for twenty years until a 
short time ago, they having been separ- 
ated in German; when both were lads. 

(Jkeensbuhu, Ivy. , June 17 .— During a 
school exhibition at Supporwell, Metcalfo 
county, Marshal hlenry beauohamp asked 
J .

EUROPE. 

London, June 18. — In the Com- 
mons Thomas Power O'Connor, mem- 
ber from Galway, addressed the House. 
In the course of his speech he alluded 
to Bright's "vain old age," which re- 
mark elicited a protest from many 
members. Gladstone followed O'Con- 
nor. He declared the portion object- 
ed to of Bright's speech at Birmingham 
was not a breach of privilege. He 
(Gladstone) was sorry for the remarks 
that had just been made by O'Connor 
concerning Bright's declining years, 
and regretted the course taken by some 
members in regard to the Birmingham 
affair. It was a fact that he thought 
Bright's explanation entirely satisfac- 
tory. 

Paris, June 18. — Admiral Pierre, 
in a dispatch from Taihatuve, Madag- 
ascar, dated June 13, announces that 
ho presented an ultimatum to the 
Have government which rejected it. 
He then captured Tamatuve and des- 
troyed Toul Point, Mot ana bo and Ter- 
enivc. The French, he says, are firm- 
ly established in these positions with- 
out suffering any loss of men. The 
principal operations are finished and a 
state of siege proclaimed. 

Paris, June 19. — La Liberte says 
negotiations between France and Ktig- 
land in relation to the abolition of 
capitulations in Tunis, have hail a sat 
isfactory result, England ageeing to 
give up the right of asylum in her con 
sulate. 

Paris, June 17. — The young queen 
of Spain passed through here Wednes- 
day on her way to meet her mother at 
Frenzensbad. Madrid is rife with ru 
mourn of a great court scandal, and 
that having ascertained the relations 
of the king with a lady of royal circle 
the queen has fled from Spain, never to 
ret urn. 

Berlin, June 17. — The arrest of 
Krazewski, Polish author, has caused 
a decided sensation in political circles. 
The discovery of revolutionary docu- 
ments in Krazewaki's bouse in Dres- 
den, has led to the arrest of a promin- 
ent telegraph official, who was former 
ly captain in the Prussian army. He 
was arrested at Schonborg, a few miles 
east of this city, charged with high 
treason. For the present his name 
has been suppressed from publication. 

Xkhtes, June 18 — The trial of sev- 
enteen members of the black hand us 
sociation, for the assassination of Ben- 
coas, a member who was suspended by 
the chief for being an informer has 
concluded. Seven of the prisoners 
were found guilty and sentenced to 
death, eight were sentenced to seven- 
teen years imprisonment, and two were 
acquitted. 

CattarO, June 18. — It is reported 
that a battle was fought Friday be- 
tween Turks and Albanians, in the 
Hotti district. It is said the killed 
and wounded on the Turkish side num- 
ber -TifJ, and that the Albanian also 
suffered heavily. 

London, June 19.— In the chess 
tournament to-day Steinitz beat Ma- 
son, thereby securing the second prize. 
McKenzie and English played a drawn 
game.

During the summer the produce and com- 
mission firm of (Jove & Wilson, of this 
city, bought heavily of hops, which they 
shipped to San Francisco, and have held 
for higher prices.

So largo were their holdings that 
by the recent decline ill hops this firm's 
stock has depreciated to the extent of 
sunie iviO.OOO. Learning of this state of 
a flairs a Portland firm got out an attach- 
ment against tho property of these gen- 
tlemen for some $2000. Mr. Leary then 
came on with an attachment for S22,000, 
end other wiits will probably follow. Tho 
announcement of this was a great surprise 
tu our people, who supposed that Cove &

Ho-w to Pack Butter- 

The late X. A. Willard said at one of 
the meetings of the Vermont Dairymen's 
Association, from actual experience, that 
good butter, put up alter the following 
directions, will keep in sound condition 
for ono year: Use for a package a tub 
somewhat tapering, with heavy staves and 
heads provided at both ends, so as to 
make a package that wd! not leak. In 
packing the tub is turned on the small 
end, and a sack of cotton cloth is made to 
lit tho tub, and into this the butter is 
packed until it reaches to within an inch 
..f the groove for holding the upper head. 
A cloth is next laid upon the top of 
t lie butter and the edges of the sack 
brought over this an. I neatly pressed 
down; then the head is put m its place 
and then the hoops are driven home. 
The package is turned upon the large end : 
and the sack of butter drops down, leav- 
ing a space on the sides and top. Strung 
brine is then poured through a hole in 
in the small end until it will float the 
butter. The hole is now tightly corked, 
and the butter is pretty effectually ex- 
cluded from tho air.

OREGON. 

A Fathor-In-law and Son-ln-la-w 
Shoot Each Other Dead— 
Destructive Plro. 

At Grant's, Oregon, a fire broke out at 
midnight in Cooper's hotel, which was 
destroyed, together with the O. R. & N. 
company's depot and Fox, Scott ifc Co.'s 
large warehouse. Loss, §150,000 to 
§200,000. The warehouse was filled with 
agricultural implements, which hail ar- 
rived a few days before, and with wool 
awaiting shipment to Portland. 

Hm.lsboro, June 10.— A. fatal shooting 
affray occurred here to-day in T. B. 
Hundley's law office, in which Zachariah 
Baker, aged 55, a farmer from Iowa, and 
his son-in-law, B. H. Thomas, a laborer, 
aged 44, a farm hand and a native of 
Kentucky, were both shot and instantly 
killed. A lend had existed since last 
winter between the men. They had a 
row at that time at Laurel, nine miles 
southeast of here, where Baker lived, in 
which Thomas was worsted, having his 
thumb bitten by Baker. Another diffi- 
culty arose about property, and there was 
also a row about a claim of §20, which 
Thomas alleged his father-in-law borrow- 
ed and' never returned. Both agreed to 
let (he claim be arbitrated by friends in 
Hundley's office, and met for that purpose 
at 12 o'clock to day. Baker had heard 
Thomas was going to assault him, and he 
bought a 38 calibre Smith A- Wesson re- 
volver in Lamkin's store. Shortly after 
the meeting in the lawyer's office they 

mnnslrated with them ami told them to 
be .pilot. lie I lieu walked out to let 
them cool down. Instead of easing the 

quarrel Tl las rt vived it, an i said "you 

jumped me once before, but you can't do 
it again"' He then pulled his revolver, 
a 32 -calibre "bluejacket," and snapped 
it al Baker, but it did not explode. 
Baker drew his revolver and tired, the 
ball entering I'h. urns' left breast, piercing 
the heart, ranging upward and backward, 
and lodging! under the shoulder blade. 
After being fatally wounded Thomas 
cocked Ins pistol and again aimed and fir- 
ed, the bullet, entering Baker's left breast 
ab. ut an inch above the nipple, piercing 
the heart, ranging downward and back- 
ward, and lodging under the first rib. 
When Thomas fired the hammer of his re- 
volver in descending severed a lock of his 
wife's hair, and is said to have ploughed 
a fni row in her cheek, afterwards entering 
her father's heart. 

Baker was a married man and leaves a 
w ife and ten children, three of them mar- 
ried. Thomas married one of his daugh- 
ters two years ago, much against Baker's 
will. Thomas leaves a wife and one son, 
a year old. 

The wives of both men were in the 
lawyer's office a! the time of the shoot 
ing. Baker had §21 45 in a buckskin 
purse on him at the time, and Thomas 
§15. Neither of the men spoke after they 
were shot. 

Dr. E M. Brown, coroner, impaneled 
a jury. Erastus Savage was sworn. He 
was one of the arbitrators in the ease. He 
testified that Thomas, in stating his side 
of the case talked very loud, whereupon 
Baker was angry . They disputed about 
a certain item in the ace unit , and Baker 
rushed (..ward Thomas and pulled a pistol 
from his pocket. The parties present 
grabbed hold of each and tried to keep 
them apart. Thomas was in a corner 
near some shelves. Mrs. Thomas was 
between her father and her husband. 
Baker advanced toward Thomas, reached 
around the hitter's wife and tired the pis- 
tol. 

The verdict of the jury was that B. II. 
Thomas and '/.. Baker came to their death 
by each shouting the other with revol-

A NE"y7 RAILROAD. 

Connoctin? Sootenay La&o with tho 
Columhla Rivor. 

[San Francisco Chronicle.] 

It lias been currently reported that 
Captain John C. ami George J. Ains- 
worth, residents of Claremont, near 
Oakland, are about to depart to Vic- 
toria, for the purpose of organizing a 
railroad company for carrying] Out the 
plans for establishing a connection with 
the Kootenay lake. On Saturday a 
Chronicle reporter called at the hand- 
some residence of Captain George 
Ainsworth in reference to the rumor. 
In response to the reporter's question 
as to the truth of the rumor, Captain 
Ainsworth said: 

"Oh, yes, it is more than a rumor; 
it is a settled fact, My father has al- 
ready gone up and has taken some of 
his family with him, so he means to 
stay there some time. I expect to go 
up in a week or two and will also re- 
main there for .several months." 

"What is the object of the company 
to be organized?" 

"The object is to connect the Koote- 
nay lake with the Columbia river, tho 
re.su' t of which will be of the greatest 
importance to the country. At the 
last session of the Legislature a bill 
was passed granting a franchise for 
the railroad and granting to the incor 
poratorti 7 50, Onn" acres of land The 
grant is a valuable one, for it takes in 
all mineral lauds except gold and sil- 
ver. We have already put surveyors 
in the field to make a temporary sur- 
vey of some parts of the proposed road, 
1 and as soon as I can got up there the 
work of the geuei al survey will com 
mence in earnest. It will be naturally 
very slow work for some time. ft i.s 
an|entirely new country and there is not 
a road in it: consequently it- will be 
difficult work to get up the necessary 
supplies." 

"What direction will the road take?" 
"We shall start from the Shuswap 
lake and make as direct a line as pos- 
sible for the Eagle pass, through which 
the road will run and connect with the 
Columbia river. It will open up a 
vast tract, of unexplored country rich 
in mineral and farming lands, and set- 
tlement will speedily follow. The only 
reason it has never yet been explored 
is the gr.'at difficulties to be surmount- 
ed in reaching it and the impossibility 
of obtaining supplies." 

"Will the road combine with any 
other railroad?" 

"Yes; the Canadian Pacific will use 
the road. It will act us a feeder road 
for that company, and its object is to 
draw the business in that direction. 
The company will be organized as soon 
as L get up there, with a capital stock 
of §5,000,000, divided into 50,000 
shares of §100 each. The principal 
part of the stock is already subscribed 
for and work will be commenced imme- 
diately. Our first work will be to 
build a supply road, for at present 
there are no roads in that part of tho 
country. A good, solid road will be 
built and then the real work will pro- 
ceed. The country is fairly level and 
no heavy grades will have to be built, 
so far as we know. When I return 1 
shall be able to tell you more about it, 
but at present I know nothing more 
than I have told you."
